HAPPY PHILIPPINES 
.PROVINCE. 


Hermenegildo ‘Cruz, divectar of 
labour, has issued a clean “ bill of 
health? to the province of Nuera 
Vizcayn in the Philippines. “Aggra- 
rian troubles in tho province are 
littig. or not known as tho people 
seem happy and prosperous.” 

Mr. Cruz took .ocersion to study 
the living conditions of the people 
in the big towns of Nuevai Vizcaya 
during hia retum trip: from Aparri 
where ho investigated the dynamite 
explosion which killed thirteen per- 
sons. Ho was impressed by the ap- 
phrent prosperity of the people and 
after observing the manner in which 
they livo he concluded that tho 
provinces ‘of’ Nueva Vizcaya is not 
auffering’ from tho effects of the 
economic stress. 

With regard to labour conditions 
in the province and the relationship 
between tenants and their land- 
lords, the director of labour stated 
that he did not find or receive uny 
complainta from tho Inbour elements 
during his brief stay in the pro- 
vince, 

Commenting on the apparent pro- 
Bressiveness of .the provinco of 
Nuéva Vizcrva, the director of 
Jabour snid that this province is 
midway between Manila ond: Aparri 
and since the opening of the road 
leading to the north from Manile, 
Nuevai Vizcaya has profited im- 
menscly aos it is a logical stopping 
place, ‘Tho province is a. verit- 
abla commercial centre and there 
seems to be plenty of work for 
everybody,” said Mr, Cruz.

| BRITISH PICTURE COMING 


TO THE KING'S. 

The motion picture industry in 
England, has long ontertained seri- 
ous misgivings. as to just where it 
stood in. the American market, 
states a report. in «am -Amorican 
motion picture journal.
